Citizens Urge ‘No’ Vote 
On School Bond Issue 


City employees of the street 
department toiled all night 
Monday checking storm dam¬ 
age in Sierra Madre’s first real 
rain of the year. 

Water department workmen 
also were up “intermittently” 
throughout the night, City Ad¬ 
ministrator R. Merritt Baker re¬ 
ported. 

Heaviest damage, of course, 
was on Lima street where it 
has been torn up for repairs 
and repaving. Mud from the 
blocks-long excavation oozed 
down on Sierra Madre boule¬ 
vard during the downpour. 

Culverts also were temporari¬ 
ly clogged along Lima, Her- 
mosa, and Baldwin. 


(Editor’s Note: This “open letter” was adopted by a citizens’ 
committee meeting in the City School cafeteria last Thursday. 
Most of the signatures below are of Sierra Madreans who strong¬ 
ly urged passage of other recent bonds asked by the school.) 

Let's not be confused about the $125,000.00 school bond elec¬ 
tion on December 4. 

Nobody wants this bond issue to pass. 

The purpose of this election is to satisfy a legal technicality 
only. 

The report of the examination of our school building made in 
1934 was submitted to the office of the County Counsel of Los 
Angeles County for clarification. Their reply indicates that the 
building is in a very satisfactory condition and that it is fully 
capable of withstanding the force of a moderate earthquake. 

It is not necessary to "rehabilitate" or to "abandon" it. It is 
of reinforced concrete construction. No California school build¬ 
ings of equal construction have ever been damaged by earth¬ 
quake. No school buildings of equal construction have ever been 
"rehabilitated" or "abandoned." No materials are available for 
such "rehabilitation." The cost would be excessive. The work 
is unnecessary. 

Why, then, the bond election? 

By a quirk in the law, the individual school board members 
carry an unlimited personal liability for claims arising from 
earthquake damage unless the voters are given an opportunity 
to "rehabilitate" or to “abandon" school buildings that deviate 
in any minor technical respect from 1007 o compliance with the 
Field Act. The purpose of this election is solely to remove that 
enormous personal liability from the board members. 

You can remove the personal liability of the individual 
board members by voting NO on all three propositions.

Annual 1951-52 California- 
Nevada Lions Student Speak¬ 
ers Contest is under way, with 
Ralph (“Pappy”) Welch of the 
Sierra Madre club, in charge. 
Contest topic this year is 
“Learning to Live Together.” 

According to Fappy, arrange¬ 
ments have been completed for 
participation of students from 
Monrovia - Duarte and John 
Muir College high schools. 

A $1000 cash scholarship is 
offered to the ultimate win¬ 
ner at the district convention 
in Santa Monica next May, 
when all finalists are to be 
presented typewriters. The Fred 
W. Smith travelling trophy 
also is presented to the win¬ 
ning high school annually. 

It is estimated that 14,000 
students participate each year 
in the initial phases of the 
Lions Student Speakers for 
Democracy Contest, since many 
schools submit the topic for 
essay work to the entire en¬ 
rollment of their sociology and 
English classes. 

“Because the subjects pre¬ 
sented deal with problems vi¬

Others pay what 
they can, or nothing at all. 
Sierra Madre, through its Com¬ 
munity Fund Drive, foots the 
balance of the bill.

More than half a million 
gallons of water was spread in 
Sierra Madre’s spreading 
grounds as a result of the rain 
this week. 

A1 Freeland, city water sup¬ 
erintendent, said 578,065 gal¬ 
lons of water was salvaged 
during and after the storm. 
This water was the run-off 
from Sierra Madre streets and 
amounts to 1.768 acre feet. 

As of Wednesday at 8 a.m., 
the storm tptal was 2.01 inches, 
bringing the season’s total-to- 
date to 2.72 inches. Last year’s 
rainfall to this date was 2.42 
inches. 

Mr. Freeland explained that 
no water was diverted from the 
Big Santa Anita Dam during 
this week’s rain, and the water 
spread was only the run-off 
from streets. 


Completing its fourth week 
of campaigning, Sierra Madre’s 
Community Fund Drive was 
still short $1128 yesterday. 

Hugh Warden, drive chair¬ 
man, asked groups helping in 
the canvass to turn in their 
figures and money collected to 
date so correct totals can be 
established.

Mr. Smith’s original applica¬ 
tion included a “loop” of por¬ 
tions of Sierra Madre, and the 
local Businessmen’s Association 
had expressed approval of the 
proposed route, with minor 
changes.

Mr. Baker reported 
that there have been “quite a few” complaints lately about dogs 
running loose, in spite of Sierra Madre’s ordinance requiring 
dogs to be on the leash. The 
city is under contract with the 
humane society. 

During the past month, dcyg 
catchers have handled 30 local 
animals—both dogs and cats— 
and the Police Department has 
answered 14 dog complaints. 

The dog catchers plan to pa¬ 
trol Sierra Madre at “stagger¬ 
ed intervals.” 

"We’re not trying to see how 
many dogs we can catch,” Mr. 

Baker explained, “but a few 
citizens rush ahead and clear

see the humane society trucks 
approaching. Then, a few min¬ 
utes after the trucks have left, 
the dogs are out running wild 
again.” 

He asked the cooperation of 
Sierra Madreans in enforcing 
the ordinance and emphasized, 
again, that they are not just 
trying to collect dogs and cats, 
but attempting to keep the 
streets clear of these unleashed 
animals.

The store building recently 
was completely repainted and 
redecorated, inside and out. 


In recent addresses at two Sierra Madre organizations, the 
American Legion Auxiliary and the Parent-Teacher Association, 
Mrs. Foster Buckner, 62 Olive, strongly urged “no” votes on all 
three bond issue proposals voters will decide on Dec. 4. Mrs. 
Buckner, who emphasized that she was appearing unofficially, 
pointed out that she has four 
children who will be directly- 
affected by the outcome of the 
election and said, “I have not 
the slightest doubt that the 
money needed to comply with 
the Field Act ($125,000) would 
be far better spent if used in 
building more classrooms.” 

In explaining what the Field 
Act is, Mrs. Buckner said it is 
a California law “passed wnile 
the Long Beach earthquake of 
1933 still was causing jitters.” 

“. . . Purpose of the act was 
excellent—to make all school 
buildings secure against any 
major quake,” she explained. 

“The application of the act was 
necessarily spotty. Safety meas¬ 
ures which can be economical¬ 
ly installed as part of the or¬ 
iginal construction can become 
impossible luxuries, if com¬ 
pleted buildings have to, be 
altered.” 

The speaker stated that uni¬ 
formity is an excellent goal— 
but it is “downright extrava¬ 
gance” to modify a splendid 
building to add features, “the 
need for which is unreasonably 
remote.” 

"Besides,” she added, “it has 
been pointed out that we are 
not even near an earthquake 
fault.” 

Result of all this, Mrs. Buck¬ 
ner continued, is that many 
buildings remain unmodified— 
that is, they do not comply 
with the Field Act. 

“You may or may not know 
that our buildings have been 
declared quite safe,” she told 
her listeners. “ A recent report 
from the firm of architects who 
designed both our old and new 
buildings said: ‘All three rep¬ 
resentatives of the state divi¬ 
sion of architecture suggest¬ 
ed that the construction was so 
excellent that they did not 
think it would be necessary to 
do anything about it.’ They 
also said they have ‘no knowl¬ 
edge of any building of this 
type of construction having 
been rehabilitated’.” 

Conceding that the Dec. 4 
bond election is “downright 
confusing,” Mrs. Buckner slat¬ 
ed that requirements of the 
law will be satisfied if the 
vote is “no” on all three bal¬ 
lot questions. 

“If we had no election, the 
School Board would have the 
possibility of a personal liabil¬ 
ity hanging over their heads. 

The county counsel’s opinion 
is that it is a remote possi¬ 
bility that such liability could 
be established. But holding

As the winter drew near the 
weather grew colder until at 
the first light fall of snow the 
deer went down to the lower 
hills, where in the canyons 
they did not feel the biting 
wind, and the snow was not so 
deep. 

The fawn had grown won¬ 
derfully and he was nearly in¬ 
dependent of his mother. He 
would feed far away from her, 
sometimes not going near her 
all day. As spring approached 
he hardly ever saw her. Our 
buck became bolder and bold¬ 
er, a^d finally began watering

HINTS FOR HOMEMAKERS 


own home, you can have all the closets 
you want—and need. 

And you can plan the closet space 
so that there will be “a place for every¬ 
thing and everything in its place”. That 
means not only allowing enough room 
but arranging the closet areas properly 
and equipping them with the right ac¬ 
cessories for compact, orderly storing. 

According to the General Electric 
Consumers Institute, a large open 
closet, without the proper shelves, 
drawers, trays and other accessories is 
of no more use than an old-fashioned 
open attic, into which you threw every¬ 
thing and where you could find noth¬ 
ing. 

Wardrobe closets, for example, 
should be deep enough to accommo¬ 
date hangers hung at right angles to 
the clothes rod which runs the whole 
width of the closet space. But a ward¬ 
robe closet is incomplete and unsatis¬ 


factory rf it is not also equipped with 
shoe racks and hatracks—and if it docs 
not open as completely as possible, 
either by means of double doors or 
'through use of a sliding door. You 
''should not have to push aside or reach 
(under the clothes in the front of the

This plan not only saves the expense 
of an additional between-rooms parti¬ 
tion, but also provides a kind of 
soundproofing between the rooms when 
the closets are full of clothes. 

Wardrobe closets should also fea¬ 
ture a floor raised a few inches above 
the floor level of the room outside, as 
a protection against dust and dirt. 

Another “must” closet in your house 
plan is one for linens. You may find 
it easier to sort and store linens prop¬ 
erly if you install sliding trays in the 
linen closet instead of open shelves. 

Certainly, you will want a cleaning 
closet, equipped with side shelves for 
the storage of bottled or canned clean¬ 
ing materials. Have several good-sized 
screw hooks in the ceiling of the 
closet and along the back wall for 
long-handled mops and brooms, and 
small screw hooks on the inside of the 
door for brushes and cleaning cloths. 
Naturally, your vacuum cleaner and 
its attachments will be the No. 1 item 
in a cleaning closet. 

Other "specialty" closets which you 
ought to consider include a children’s 
closet (for toys—located as close as 
possible to the youngsters’ play area),’ 
a sports closet (near the outside en¬ 
trance, with room for bathing suits,' 
footballs, golf dubs, baseball bats and 
other athletic equipment), a gardening 
closet (preferably in the garage, with 
room for rakes, hoes, shovels and mis¬ 
cellaneous gardening tools) and a 
"mud” closet. A "mud” closet is par¬ 
ticularly valuable during the inclement 
winter months; it's the place where 
overshoes, rubbers, raincoats, snow- 
suits and umbrellas can be kept—so 
you won't have the problem of family, 
members tracking rain and snow and 
mud all over the house before they 
remove their outdoor dothes.
